In  dealing  with  children,  mercy 
is  always  preferrable  to  justice. 
Children  who  violate  rules,  who 
even  go  so  far  as  breaking  the 
law,  cannot  be  measured  in  the 
same  terms  as  adults:  Inexperi- 
ence and  ignorance  are  the  quali- 
ties of  childhood  and  when  chil- 
dren are  victims  of  those  quali- 
ties, as  they  so 
often  must  be,  it 
ill  becomes  ex- 
perienced teach- 
ers, older  people 
in  general,  to 
mete  out  what 
they  term  justice 
to  them. 

A  little  boy  of 
seven  wrote  a  love  note  to  a  little 
girl  and  signed  another  boy's  name 
to  it.  That  was  something  he 
should  not  have  done,  of  course, 
but  he  is  seven  years  old.  Ex- 
periencing his  first  love,  shy  about 
it,  he  hid  behind  another's  name 
to  express  the  feeling  that  possess- 
ed him.  He  wasn't  bold  and  brave 
as  a  lover  should  be,  but  then, 
he  is  only  seven  and  will  have 
plenty  of  time  to  grow. 

His  mistake  should  be  made 
plain  to  him  so  that  he  will  not 
repeat  it.  He  must  learn  to  stand 
up  for  his  beliefs,  his  acts,  and 
shoulder  his  own  responsibility.  It 
was  he  who  felt,  and  wrote,  "I 
love  you."  He  did  not  want  the 
other  boy  to  feel  that  way  at  all. 
Then  he  should  have  signed  his 
own  name  to  his  note  and  stood 
by  it  boldly.  But  he  is  seven. 

It  would  be  a  grave  mistake  to 
call  that  little  boy  a  forger  and 
to  threaten  him  with  jail  for  life 
It  would  be  much  better  to  ex- 
plain to  him,  kindly  and '  sympa- 
thetically, what  he  did  and  what 
he  ought  to  have  done,  and  just 
why.  To  punish  him  severely  for 
breaking  a  rule  he  knows  nothing 
about,  the  implications  of  which 
quite  escaped  him,  would  be  use- 
less and  cruel.  Adult  justice  has 
no  place  in  such  matters.  Justice 
demands  that  the  child's  stage  sof 
grflwth,  his  measure  of  intelli- 
gence, should  be  considered  first 
and  last.

Mrs.  Amelia  VanDeusen,  70, 
widow  of  Watson  J.  VanDeusen, 
224  North  Pleasant  street,  who 
was  injured  in  an  automobile  ac- 
cident nine  .miles  from  Kingston 
Sunday  afternoon  was  removed  to 
the  House  of  the  Good  Samaritan 
here  by  ambulance  from  a  Kings- 
ton hospital  late  Monday.  She 
suffered  fractures  of  her  right 
wrist  and  right  ankle.  Dr.  Walter 
Fox  Smith  is  her  attending  phy- 
sician. 

Mrs.  VanDeusen  was  a  passen- 
ger in  a  sedan  being  driven  by 
her  daughter,  Miss  Clara  B.  Van- 
Deusen, 224  North  Pleasant  street. 
There  were  two  other  women  pas- 
sengers in  the  car,  Mrs.  Oliver  D. 
Collins,  713  State  street,  who  was 
bruised  about  her  body,  and  Miss 
Helen  D.  Collins,  202  Park  drive 
west,  who  suffered  a  fracture  of 
her  left  arm,  bruises  to  her  right 
hand  and  shock.  All  of  the  women 
have  returned  to  this  city.

Here  with  the  Al  G.  Barnes- 
Sells  Floto  circus,  another  Ring- 
ling venture,  North,  his  brother, 
Vice  President  Henry  Ringling 
North,  and  Charles  Lemaire,  Ne\*

"such  as  no  one  has  ever  seen." 

The  air  conditioning  probably 
will  be  done  by  installing  portable 
units  beneath  the  seats,  John 
North  said,  while  Lemaire  dis- 
cussed the  proposed  color  scheme.

During  the  Revolution  he  served  in  the  Tenth  Regt.,  Albany 
Co.  Militia  (Land  Bounty  Right).

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VANDTJSEN— One  of  our  oldesit 
and  most  respected  members,  Bro.  J. 
R  VanDu'sen,  has  been  taken  to  his 
home  beyond  the  skies.  The  seventh 
and  youngest  son,  he  was  born  in 
Prince  Edward  county,  in  1813.  He 
was  married  to  Charlotte  Beman  in 
1837,  moved  to  Tara  in  1856,  cele- 
brated his  diamond  wedding  in  1897, 
and  after  a  happy  married  life  of 
nearly  sixty-two  years,  died  in  the 
triumphs  of  faith  on  November  18, 
1898.  He  came  of  splendid  ancestry. 
His  father  was  a  U.  E.  Loyalist,  and 
served  in  the  British  army  during  the 
American  Revolution.  Bro.  Van 
Dusen  was  a  Sabbath-school  superin- 
tendent and  class-leader  for  years, 
and  first  secretary  of  the  Trustee 
Board.  This  latter  office  he  held  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  his  last  entry 
made  in  the  church  book  about  two 
weeks  before  he  died.  Even  at  this 
great  age,  for  he  was  in  his  eighty- 
sixth  year,  his  hand  was  firm  and 
strong,  and  his  writing  beautifully 
distinct.  His  last  testimony  given 
in  the  church  was  at  the  November 
love-feast,  when,  in  the  presence  of  a 
large  number  of  members,  he  spoke 
with  great  freedom  and  unction. 
Three  sons,  engaged  in  business  in 
this  town,  and  one  daughter,  who 
lives  at  Lion's  Head,  and  the  aged 
widow,  survive  to  revere  his  memory. 
Bro.  VanDusen  was  a  good  man.  We 
mourn  the  loss  of  our  aged  brethren, 
but  thank  God  they  die  well 
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
